G.I. Insurance Dividend 
Procedure Explained

Insurance dividends are asked not to write or call t)ie Los 
Angeles Regional office of the Veterans Adrinipii1fr«'t|<>n to ask 
why they have r.of received their checks. This offttf* cdii be of 
helo in only a very few cases because distribution ofthecks 
!s handled entirely from Washington, D.C., according fo Miss 
Helen Dill of the Torrance Vrt- * > * " ~

erans Service Center.
While dividend checks are gen­ 

erally mailed out earliest on se­ 
rial numbers whose last three 
figures are lowest, there are 
many exceptions. Included in ex­ 
ceptions, for example, are appli­ 
cations that arrived after certain 
cut-off dates, thus putting them 
in a later category from those 
with similar numbers arriving 
earlier.

Some veterans had more than 
one service number, or had morr 
than one insurance policy, and 
this needs research by the VA 
in Washington. Others let their 
policies lapse, and still others 
converted their insurance, all of 
which means that time is needed 
to go over each individual rase 
before the checks are issued.

Veterans who are entitled to 
dividends will get them before 
.Time 30 at the latest according 
to VA Central Office, but they 
are reminded that low serial 
numbers do not always mean 
earliest receipt of checks.
